GETTING YOUR OWN GOATS. 


Profitable Operation 
W hen 
There 
Is 
Brush Land to Bo Cloared. 
lf one has a field of brush land 
which he wants to cleur there is no 
other stock that brings so large re 
turns with so little care and expense 
as Angora goats. 
For the homestead 
er in the mountains goats are the best 
kind of stock to keep. They are hardy 
animats and require little care. 
Last year I took lip some land in the 
Cascade mountains near the Califor 
nia line, says a correspondent of the 
Country Gentleman. 
Last spring I 
bought about ninety head of the beat 
herd in the neighborhood, about a week 
tetore kidding time. 
This la when it 
jays*to take tile test care of the goats. 
Unlike a sheep, a goat does not take her 
young with her. but hides it in the 
brush in tho same way that a do© 
hides her fawn. 
When kidding time Is 
over the goats give very little trou 
hie 
The kids are left In the corral 
to play and sleep until their mothers 
come home at night. 
A flock of sheep 
of the same size would have to be 
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4*00H A OOST. 


herded every day or the coyotes would 
soon destroy them 
The goat* keep to­ 
gether and far© a coyote, while sheep 
run away iii every dire* Mon, and a 
coyote la too mu* h of a coward to a t­ 
tack any animals unlet* they are ai 
ready running or down 
There Is a great difference in the 
price of goats. 
A g<*od one can te 
bought for from $4 to $5.50, accord lug 
to the locality. 
I paid $5.50 for mine. 
aud 
each 
goat 
wit) 
average 
four 
pound* of mohair next spring 
Mohair 
is in good demand, and the price la not 
likely to drop, aa there la aril! a great 
amount being shipped in from Asia 
Minor, where the Angora goat oiigl 
anted.

Little Farm Hints. 


More farm machinery of all kinds is 
put out of condition each year by neg­ 
lect than la Injured by work. 
If you are going to leave bay in the 
stack over winter it will be a good 
plan to dress down the stack with n 
rake and cover it with tarpaulins 
These will pay for themselvea in a 
single Reason. 
Sorrel ta an indication of acidity in 
the soil. 
To remedy thia apply in the 
fall a literal GOO to OOO pounds of ba­ 
sic alag to the acre. 
This will k eep 
down the sorrel and greatly improve 
the fattening and milk producing qual 
itiea of the pasture. 
If you will coil rope to the left twice 
aud then take the end and pass it 
down through the coil and then coil it 
once to the right you will probably 
take the tw ist o u t This is the method 
used by an agent who has bandied and 
•old rope for a great many years 
Never fasten fencing wire directly 
to growing trees. 
If you do in a few 
y u an th* wire will have become im 
bedded in the tree and do it perm a­ 
nent injury. 
When you wish to na* a 
tree tor this purpose spike a atrip of 
sound board securely to the tree and 
fasten th* wire to that

Wholesome food to meet th© 
immediate need* of the system anti 
enough over for egg production and 
stored up energy is the rational nile. 
When it comes down to brass tach* 
the poultry industry of this country 
depends on tho fellow who is produc­ 
ing the meat and eggs. 
Rut to hear 
some show sports hurrah for them­ 
selves you would think the crank thai 
breeds for feathers and combs la the 
sine qua non

and other butcher scraps, mixed with 
bran and cornmeal and fed to th* 
hens.

Russia Both women on Tuesday went 
to the hospitals—Mrs 
Foder to tbe 
Pennsylvania and Mrs. Skhliefman to 
tbe Polyclinic 
Both complained of 
illness 
They were suffering from eruptions 
of the skin and tbe physicians in both 
Institution* diagnosed their esse- ss 
leprosy 
The (-asea were at once sent 
lo Dr. Neff, the director of health and 
charities, and he assigned Dr A. A 
(’airn* to Investigate. 
Dr Cairns is th* chief medical in 
•parlor and he worked upon the two 
cases .He traced all of the condition* 
that were known about the two worn 
en. The first thing that he ordered 
was the cloning of several schools in 
the lower part of che city which had 
been attended by tbe children of the 
two women The children and otters 
of the family had not been Infected 
by the disease 
The women were both removed to 
the Municipal hospital. Here the' are 
confined in the Isolation house that 
has recently been built in connection 
with that institution It is a modern 
building, and the cases will be closely 
watched 
there until a derision is 
reached concerning them. 
At the present stage the health of­ 
ficials are at a loss to know what to 
do with the two women. They are 
considered as residents of Philadel­ 
phia and of the country and It is be 
Ileved that tbe municipality will have 
to care for them indefinitely

Favors Commission to Regulate 


Interstate Trada 


DENIES 
HE WAS DECEIVED 


Form er President Declares Anti-Trust 


Law la Inadequate to Meet Modern 


Business Conditions. 
New York, Nor. I?.—Recent litiga­ 
tion and legislation to ungulate the 
trusts is discussed, and a remedy to 
meet the present situation is sug 
gested by Colonel Theodore Roust 
velt in an 
editorial 
entitled “The 
Trusts, the People and the Square 
Deal,” published in The Outlook. 
“The suit against the steel trust by 
the government,” the former president 
begins, "has brought vividly before 
our people the need of reducing to or 
der our chaotic government policy as 
regards business." 
He closes with the following recoin 
mend at ion 
"The national government exercises 
control 
over 
interstate 
commerce 
railways, and it can in similar fash 
ion, through an appropriate govern­ 
mental body, exerc ise control over all 
industrial 
organizations engaged in 
interstate 
commeice 
This 
control 
should be exercised, not by the courts, 
but by an administrative bureau ot 
board such as the bureau of corpora­ 
tions 
or 
the 
Interstate 
commerce 
commission, for the courts 
cannot 
with advantage permanently perform 
executive 
and 
administrative 
tune 
t ion a ” 
Before taking up his general theme 
Colonel Roosevelt pauses to deny that 
the representatives of the Steel Cor 
poration 
misled him while he was 
president 
Referring 
to 
the 
suit 
against the steel trust, he says: 
"One of the grounds for the suit Is 
the acquisition bv the Steel Corpora­ 
tion of the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
company, and it has been alleged, on 
the authority of the government ofR 
rials engaged in carrying on the suit. 
that as regards this transaction I was 
misled by the representatives of the 
Steel Corporation, and that the facts 
were not accurately or truthfully laid 
before me 
"This statement is not correct. 
I 
believed st the time that the facts in 
the case were as represented to me od 
behalf of the Steel Corporation, and 
my further knowledge has convinced 
me that this was true I believed at 
the time that the representative* of 
the Steel 
Corporation 
told me the 
truth as to the change that would be 
worked in the percentage of the busi 
ness which the proposed acquisition 
would give the Steel Corporation, and 
further inquiry has ronvim ed me that 
they did so I was not misled.” 
Returning to the main subject of 
trust control. Colonel Rirosevelt con 
ti ti ties: 
"To 
attempt to meet the whole 
problem not by administrative gov­ 
ernmental action, but by a succession 
of lawsuits, is hopeless 
from 
the 
standpoint of working out a perma­ 
nently 
satisfactory 
solution. 
More 
over. the results sought to be ac hieved 
are a* hleved only in extremely Insufti 
d ent and 
fragmentary measure by 
breaking up all 
big 
corporations, 
whether they have behaved well or ill, 
into a number of little corporations 
which it is perfectly certain will be 
largely, and perhaps altogether, under 
♦ he same control. 
“Such action is harsh and mischiev­ 
ous, if the corporation is guilty of 
nothing ex«ept its size; and where, as 
in the case of the Standard OII, and 
especially the tobacco, trusts, the cor 
poration has been guilty of immoral 
and antisocial practices, there is need 
for far more drastic and thoroughgo­ 
ing action than any that has been 
taken, under the recent decree of the 
supreme court. 
"In the * ase of the tobacco trust, 
for Instance, the settlement in the clr 
cult court, in which the represents 
tives of the 
government 
seem In 
dined to concur, practically leaves all 
of the companies still substantially 
under the control of twenty nine origi­ 
nal defendants Such a result is la 
mentahle from the standpoint of jus 
tire The decision of the circuit court. 
lf allowed to stand, means that the 
tobacco trust has merely been obliged 
to change its clothes, that none of the 
real offenders have received any real 
punishment. 
"Surelv, miscarriage of justice ll 
not too strong a term to apply to such 
a result when considered in connec­ 
tion with what the supreme court said 
of this trust 
"The effort to prohibit all combina­ 
tions, good or bad, is bound to fall, 
and ought to fail; 
when 
made, it 
merely means that some of the worst 
combinations are uot checked and that 
honest business is checked Our pur 
pose should lie. not to strangle busi­ 
ness as an Incident of combinations. 
Hilt to regulate big corporations in 
thoroughgoing and effective fashion. 
so as to help legitimate business as an 
Incident iii thoroughly and completely 
safeguarding the Interests of the peo 
pie as a whole 
“We demand that big business give 
tho people a square deal; in return 
we must insist that when any one en­ 
caged in big business honestly en­ 
deavors to do right he shall himself 
be given a square deal; and the first, 
and most elementary kind of square 
ileal is to give him tn advance full In- 
‘ formation as to what he can and w hit 
I ha canaut, legally sad properly do.'* 


WHAT MEBE WOMAN EATS 


Member of Gantior Sex Blames A ll 
Sorts of Mio on Restaurants. 
New York, Nov. 17.—"New York is 
the most vicious and immoral city In 
this country, because its people live 
in the restaurants and delicatessen 
shops.’* 
This statement by Winifred Harper 
Cooley, national secretary of the As 
sociated Clubs of Domestic Science, 
caused a stir in the convention of the 
New York State Federation of Wom­ 
e n s Clubs at the Hotel Astor. 
Mrs Cooley took for the subject of 
her address "Women aud Food Adul­ 
teration." 
"Health, whether private or public, 
depends on food," she declared. "Mor­ 
ality also depends on food. 
When we 
are hungry we see' things and are not 
responsible mentally or morally. Ham­ 
let undoubtedly needed a square meal. 
"The quantity of rood each indi­ 
vidual eats is surprising We literally 
shovel tons of materials Into our deli 
cate stomachs In a lifetime of seventy 
vears a woman eats 30 oxen, IOO 
cows, 200 sheep. JO pigs, 30.000 oy 
stets, 24,000 eggs and four and a half 
tons of bread The quality, therefore, 
ought to be licked Into 
"Food adulteration Is as old aa his 
tory Our only protection lies in being 
utile to read the lebels The federal 
law is very adequate"

lave neglected to follow the example 
of other nations, by adding to our 
banking system what other civilized 
nations have, viz, a means of rad ial 
upon the reserves of banks by allow­ 
ing a co-operative association of the 
banks to Issue legal tender currency 
in times of stress I believe there it 
not another duty so Imperatively de­ 
manded as the prompt creation of th in 
reserve power. 
It can only be don* 
by the demand of the people express 
»»d through legislation in congree*. 
Every working man and woman Ii* 
America should have the equivalen1 
of an insurance policy against dire 
disaster from financial panics. A co 
operative hanking reserve will 
give 
this Insurance."

FOUR SYSTEMS 
OF DAIRY FARMING. 


g .'.a g a 


The amount of milk and butter fat 
produced per acre is, generally speak­ 
ing, the final test of profitable dairying 
where all feed Is raised on the farm. 
The final resultant depends not only 
on efficient cows, but also on raising 
crops that contain a maximum amount 
of digestible nutrients and especially 
protein, which Is so essential for dairy 
cows. This circular explains and com­ 
pares four different spstems of crop­ 
ping for dairy farms. 
The first will 
make 991 pounds, the second 1,475 
pounds, the third 2.025 pounds and the 
fourth 3,150 pounds of milk per acre. 
The poorest system of cropping re 
turns $15.20 per acre in milk, and the 
hest system returns $ 1M.80 per a< re 
The first system will give an annual 
return of $2,682 from a 160 acre farm 
iind the last $8,263, or more than thro*- 
times the first. 
But this is not all. The fertility of 
the farm is diminished by the first 
system, as there is an annual loss of 
I,{Mio pounds of nitrogen. The second 
system shows 110 pounds, the third 
2.280 pounds and the fourth 5,880 
pounds increase of nitrogen in the soil. 
These differences ure due entirely to 
the kind of crops raised and their 
adaptability to the feeding of dairy
